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‘THE BOWEN FAMILY. 


Henry C. and His Great Réligious News- 

. paper. 

{New York Corr. of the Cincinnati Gaxétte.} 

Mr. and Mrs. H. C. Bowen gave an enter- 
tainment this evening at their residence in 
Brookiyn Heights. Bowen is now nearly 
three score and ten, but is still fond of socie- 
ty. . Whatastrange variety of experience 
this man has gone through! He was bred 


a clerk, with the celebrated house of Arthur 
Tappan & Co., and began manhood as an am- 
bitious merchant. He rose to wealth and 
distinction. and the house which he founded 
(Bowen & McNamee) once stood at the head 
of its epecialty (silk goods) in the Union. The 
firm also oecupied a moral as well as a com- 
mercial! distinction. Bowen & McNamee were 
ardent abolitionists, and incurred no small 
degree of newspaper attack. Their business, 
however, increased rapidiy, and in 1850 they 
built the finest marble store which, up to that 
time, had ever graced Broadway. This they 
afterward sold, ata profit of $100,000. They 
then built a still greater warehouse further 
up town, but before it wus fairly in use, the 
panic of 1857 “precipitated the concern 
into honeless ruio. At the time 
of this catastrophe Bowen had 
been dabbling in journalism, at least to the 
extent of a weekly money article in the Inde- 
pendent. This suggested a new departure, 
and as there was no possibility: of retrieving 
the firm, it was dissolved. Bowen bought the 
Independent, and thus the silk jobber, at the 
age of fiftv, became a journalist. ‘Tilton was 
then working on the paper as an assistant, but 
Bowen made him chief editor. Tilton was 
ambitious, and elevated the Independent 
to a high rank by liberal expendi- 
ture for talent. He obtained  contri- 
butions frem Greeley, Whittier, and other 
eminent authors, and as the paper rose he 
rose with it, until his brain was turned by 
this rapid success. Dizzy with elevation, he 
indulged in strange vagaries, und gradually 
fell into delusions which threatened the wel- 
fare of society. He became a convert to free 
love notions, and was so completely fascinated 

Woodhull that he lost his balance 


and fell. 

Bowen was obliged to dismiss him, after 
which came the scandal whose foul influence 
hss not yet passed away. The Ladependent 
was once highly remunerative. but a marked 
change has occurred since that palmy time. 
Bowen, however, holds a respectable posi- 
tion, atleast in Brookiyn: but the latter at 
best is only a second-rate piace. Its elite so- 
ciety, indeed, would be hardly held in New 
York as better than half caste.’’ Brooklyn 
people may not care to be reminded of their 
condition, but they have only to thank their 
own magnates, both of the pulpit and the 
press, for this social inferiority.

periment in his new house at Norwich, Conn. 
The great difference in the temperature of 
the seasons in this country makes it almost 
impossible to builu a house suited for comfort 
and conveniences allthe year round, and of 
course a city has limitations ia 
regard to space and surroundings 
which cannot be disregarded. But the South- 
ern plantation house has picturesque and ap- 
propriate elements, Which are entirely want- 
ing tothe angular frame building of the New 
England States, and which 
development into the best arrangements for 
convenience and comfort as well, providing 
there is space enough and surroundings that 
can be made appropriate. Some of the oid 
mansions of Virginia andthe Carolinas, where 
they were not built in the bastard Greek 
style with pillars and porticos, are perfect 
models of picturesque appropriateness not 
surpassed by the rural cottages of Kngland. 
Their very irregularity gives them a charm, 
und they have at once an amplitude, a cosi- 
ness and a suggestion of comfort.

PLUM PUDDING GLaCcE.—Stem and seed 
three-fourths of a pound of raisins; simmer 
them, together witha few sticks of cinnamon, 
in a quart of new milk; beat up the yolks of 
four or five eggs and halfa pound of white su- 
gar; pound in a mortar one-fourth of a pound 


of sweet almonds; strain the milk, put on 
again to boil, and add the yolks of the eggs; 
remove from the tire aud when cool add the 
almonds and the raisins which were boiled in 
the milk, but not the spice; cut some citron 
very fine or thin, also preserved ginger if 
you have it; when well mixed add a quart of 
cream and freeze; beat tog stiff freth a quart 
of cream; flavos with wine, whisky or rum, as 
preferred; sweeten and place in spoonfuls 
around the pudding.— [N. X. 


CREAM Purrs.— To one quart boiling water 
add three-quarters of a pouud flour and three - 
quarters of a pound butter; when nearly cold 
add ten eggs well beaten and one-half. tea- 
spoonful of soda; drop on buttered tin pans 
several inches apart and bake in quick oven. 
Custard for the puffs—One quartof milk, four 
eggs, two oups sugar, one cup flour; cook un- 
til well done; flavor to taste; when cold, split 
puffs and fill with cream. Smaller quantities 
may be used in either receipt than here given.

The Coldest Town in the World.

Plenty of Good Cheer and Substantial 
Repasts—Christmas at the City 
Institutions and Charit- 
able Asylums. 


Below will be found an account of the pro- 
posed observanee of Christmas day 
at all the city insfitutions. This 
includes the City Hospital, Female Hospital, 
the Insane Asylum, the Poor-house, the 
House of Refuge and the Work-house. 
There are several thousand people eonnected 
with these institutiens as inmates or as em- 
ployes ofthe city, and that both classes 


‘shquid enjoy something of Christendom’s 


greatest holiday will not be denied by any 
reasonable person. To those who 
languish upon beds of sickness 
atthe hospitals it will be like a ray of bright 
sunshine coming through the elouds 6f pover- 
ty and suffering. To those who have been 
servants of the eity it will be a recognition of 


their faithfulness and efficiency. In faet, 
it will be a happy day to all; 
yes, even to many of the 


E beings of deranged minds who are kept 
y the charity of the eity. Could one go 
through all these institutions to-morrow, from 
the hospital to the prison, from the reforma- 
tory institutién of the young to the only home 
of the paupers, he eould not fail to be impress- 
ed with the spirit of humanity with which 
our age is blessed and which is best illustra- 
ted in the government of a great city. 

The Posr-Disrarch also gives an interest- 
ing account of Christmas at the Streetboys’ 
Home, which, though not a city institution, 
is one in which every charitable 
citizen feels an interest, and which ewes its 
existence to human sympathy. Manyof the 
boys who know this as their only home are 
bard-working little fellows, who will, no 
doubt, some day be able to have a Christmas 
dinner of their own. 


Newsboys’ Home. 

The httle street gamins who, in pleasant or 
disagreeable weather, are seen and heard 
about the streets, calling with peculiar abbre- 
viation the names of the various daily news- 
papers, will have every reason to remember 


Christmas day, 1879, with feelings of pleasure 
and credit. he memories of this Christian 
holiday in the past are not, to many of them, 
such as to eause them the most exquisite 

leasure. Houseless and homeless, the day 
— been passed in no different manner from 
the majority of days in the year, unless the 
enjoyment of others has caused them to enter- 
tain feelings of envy and hatred against 


those who were more fortunate. than 
themselves. In many instances it is 
remembered as a day on which 


they found a ready sale for their papers, and 
as such is treasured up asa kind of bonanza 
period for making money. The may year 
they will havea dinnerserved them at the 
institution which they call home. It was not 
the intention of those having charge of the 
Newsboys’ Home to have anything more than 
an ordinary meal served on Christmas, but 
the kindness and thoughtful consideration of 
outside friends having contributed for a din- 
ner, the affair was worked up, and as the 
boys themselves express it, thev will have a 
square meal.“ ‘Fhe donations included 
turkeys, meats. pies and the other necessary 
articles for a coed dinner, so thatit is safe to 
predict the inmates of that institution will not 
die of hurger during the afternoon and even- 
ing. 

No display of any kind wiil be made, buta 
good, substantial dinner will be given. and as 
such will be thoroughly enjoyed by the boys. 
The preparations will be made for forty boys, 
as fully that number will enjoy the hospitali- 
ties of the home on that day. The usual rule, 
requiring the boys to remain on the streets 
until 5 o’clock, will be relaxed, and the doors 
will be opened for their reception at 2 o’clock. 
Those who desire can then indulge in such 
games and sports as are permitted by the 
rules and regulations until dinner is au- 
nounced. As is the usual custom, the boys 
will be formed into line and marched into 
the dining-room, which will be about 3 
o’clock. The substantials and a few ofthe 
delicacies will then be giventhem to satisfy 
the inner man. This will conelude the Christ- 
mas exercises as performed by the inmates of 
the Newsboys’ Home. 


Deafand Dumb Asylum. ä 

The inmates of the Catholic Deaf and Dumb 
Asylum, situated on the corner of Bucas ave- 
nue and Beaumont, will not be forgotten on 
With characteristic order 
and enthusiasm the nufis and others having 
this institution in charge have made prepara-

friends in sending donations for the little or- 
phans who find a refuge anda home in this 
asylum has been duly appreciated in the past, 
and it is hoped that the present year will be 
no exception to the general rule.
